to  Japan  Proper). 

2.  Sick  prisoners:  15,064  (6  words  under  inquiry)  main 
diseases  are  malaria,  malnutrition,  "-aihl"  disease, 
oerl-beri,  etc. 

3.  Thirty-oevan  have  died,  thirteen  of  them  from  malaria, 
four  from  her i-beri ,  three  from  pneumonia  (?),  three 
from  pellagra,  and  fourteen  from  other  diseases. 

4.  The  number  of  prisoners  who  wore  engaged  in  indoor  (?) 
work  was  io,36l  (?,  a  dav  on  the  averege. 

Work  directly  collaborating  with  tho  railroad  -  1,395  men.

Five  divisions 
and  three  detachments  were  organized. 

9.  Toth  P0"'s  and  special  laborers  are  quiet. 

10.  2,8C0  PCW's  waiting  at  Singapore  are  scheduled  to  get 

on  board  on  the  5th  of  September.
